STOCKYARDS  INSPECTION  WITHDRAWN 

Effective  February  9,  1947,  public  stockyards  inspection  was  discontinued  at 
San  Francisco,  Calif.,  and  this  point  has  been  removed  from  the  list  of  stockyards 
at  which  Bureau  inspection  is  maintained  in  accordance  with  regulation  1,  section 
1,  paragraph  8,  B.  A.  I.  Order  309. 

MERITORIOUS  PROMOTION 

Alfred  H.  Juhala,  laboratory  aid  (SP-3),  Bismarck,  N.  Dak.,  has  been  granted 
a  meritorious  promotion  as  a  consequence  of  his  suggestion  for  an  improved 
pipette-washing  device,  which  furthers  the  Bureau's  work.  The  improved  pipette 
washer,  designed  by  Mr.  Juhala,  makes  possible  the  washing  of  85  pipettes  at  one 
time,  thus  saving  considerable  time  and  labor,  particularly  in  the  larger  Bureau 
laboratories.  Pressure  forces  water  through  the  lumen  of  a  large  number  of 
pipettes  simultaneously.  The  device  can  be  constructed  for  approximately  a 
dollar. 

The  improvement  was  first  put  into  operation  in  the  laboratory  at  Bismarck, 
and  since  then  the  Tuberculosis  Eradication  Division  has  had  Mr.  Juhala's 
design  for  the  construction  of  the  equipment  duplicated  and  circulated  to  all 
inspectors  in  charge  of  testing  cattle  for  brucellosis.  At  the  recommendation  of 
the  Committee  on  Awards  for  Superior  Accomplishment,  Mr.  Juhala  was  given  a 
within-grade  promotion,  effective  January  12,  1947. 

FOOT-AND-MOUTH    DISEASE    OUTBREAK    IN    MEXICO    ENDANGERS 

UNITED  STATES 

An  outbreak  of  foot-and-mouth  disease  first  occurring  in  the  State  of  Veracruz, 
Mexico,  late  in  1946,  spread  to  nine  Mexican  States  and  the  Federal  District 
by  the  end  of  January  1947.  Mexican  authorities  quarantined  an  area  containing 
about  2  million  cattle,  the  nearest  point  of  which  was  then  about  350  miles  from 
the  United  States. 

At  the  invitation  of  Mexican  authorities,  the  Bureau  of  Animal  Industry 
first  sent  two  veterinarians  to  cooperate  in  diagnosing  the  disease  and  later  sent 
five  veterinarians  to  the  scene  of  the  outbreak  to  render  technical  assistance. 

On  notification  that  a  diagnosis  of  foot-and-mouth  disease  had  been  made,  the 
Bureau  immediately  instructed  its  veterinarians  on  the  border  to  inspect  no  more 
ruminants  and  swine.  A  few  days  later  the  entry  of  such  animals  from  Mexico 
was  prohibited  by  formal  order,  Amendment  6  to  B.  A.  I.  Order  373.  The 
Bureau  also  promptly  organized  its  border  defenses  and,  in  cooperation  with  the 
States,  made  plans  to  eradicate  promptly  any  cases  of  the  disease,  should  the 
infection  gain  entrance  to  the  United  States. 

The  Animal  Industry  Subcommission  of  the  United  States- Mexican  Agricultural 
Commission  recommended,  on  January  25,  immediate  scientific,  technical,  and 
financial  cooperation  between  Mexico  and  the  United  States  in  eradicating  the 
outbreak  in  Mexico.  This  recommendation  has  been  approved  by  the  two 
governments.  The  Bureau  issued  in  mimeographed  form  on  January  28  an 
11-page  summary  of  the  principal  developments  in  the  outbreak.  This  will  be 
supplemented  by  additional  statements  as  significant  developments  occur.
